agreed to teach a school for a period

T he p ap e r was sent to Mr. Alex­ 
an d e r about two years ago by J. L. 
Sliauck. formerly o f Arlington, 
it 
had been in his posse-sion for over 
th irty y ears and he could not recall

the 
paper.

S hau ek believed that Mr. 
A lexan­ 
d er would, he interested in the d o cu ­ 
ment. 


Of the tw enty one children that 
attended this school only two arc 
IB iug, according to Mr. Alexander, 
and they are himself, and Jam es M. 
A lexander,of Owynneville. 
In those 
d ay s there were 
no tree 
schools 
and the children had to obtain their 
learning as best they could. 
Under 
the agreement Jam es A lexander was 
to be the teacher of a district school 
for three m onths sta rtin g the first o f 
May. 
II»* was to receive $1.50 per 
each pupil and in eaae the parents 
did not have the “ cash 
in 
han d ” 
they were to p ay him to the value 
o f $1.50 in corn, wheat, oats, flax or 
any o th er grain o r m erchandise. A c­ 
cording to the agreem ent, feathers 
would do and the pupil eould receive 
his teaching for three m onths 
for 
$1.50 w orth of feath er-.

Opposition 
to it has a risen in Wavne county and 
the determination to defeat it will 
result in a state-wide campaig n be­ 
ing made ag ainst it. 
Fleming ’s bill 
would destroy the present hig hway 
snperintendency law. 
But in it have 
been discovered several little 
jo ke rs 
which are ex pected to 
cause 
its 
death. 


Fleming ’s bill takes the burden of 
the road maintenance 
off of the in­ 
corporated towns and 
cities 
and 
puts it on the farmer. 
That is the 
,f ker in Fleming ’s bill. 


Continuing , the Richmond 
Item 
points out that under the present 
sy stem, Richmond i-, pay ing 50 per 
cent of all the cost of maintaining 
300 miles of road in Way ne county .

Richmond, under Fleming ’s sy stem

This money

L. S. Bowman, county auditor 
holds, however, that the law does not 
include corporations, but that the 
wording means the ex emption from 
road tax es of all corporations.

Offenders who have been committ­ 
ed to jail by eourt martial were <et 
free and in eases of others, fine 
were remitía!. 
The Kaiser also i - 
sued a deeree annulling 
all 
legal 
proceedings and 
investigations in 
the eases of person* charged with 
evading the gall to arras at the open­ 
ing of the war. 


Emperor William II has the dis­ 
tinction today, as lie celebrates his | 
5fith birthday, of being* mere able to 
wield power for good or evil than any 
ruler since the first Napoleon. 
No 
man in history has aroused so much 
discussion. 
He is conceded every­ 
where to be the central figure in the I 
war. 


This man of whom 
everyone 
i 
talking was horn on Jan. 27. 1859. 
If is father was Frederick 
Iff; 
his 
mother, the 
Princess 
Victoria 
of 
Great Britain. 
When his father died 
on June 15, 
1888, 
after 
a 
short 
reign, the present Emperor succeed • 
ed to the throne. 
He married Prin­ 
cess Victoria of Schleswig Holstein, 
who is three months older than lie. 
on Feb. 27, 1881. 
They have seven 
children, six princes and one prin- 
. cess. 
William 11 is a many-sided 
man. 
With a capacity for hard work and 
long hours combined with a 
mind 
quick to grasp essentials hi* would 
have succeeded in almost any busi­ 
ness or procession. 
As an emperor 
it is for the future historian to say 
whether he is a success or failure. 
Until tin' war broke out, at least, he 
was thoroughly in love with his work 
and arose at five o’clock 
in 
the 
morning in order to do as much as 
possible. 
“We HohenzoHems 
know 
nothing about dressing gowns,’’ is a 
saying of his. 
His program for each 
day, 
for 
each month 
is 
always 
carefully 
planned far ahead. 
Of course, the 
war has cut into his ordinary rou­ 
tine; in fact, the death of the Aus­ 
trian Archduke compelled him to re­ 
turn from Norway where lie always 
spent his annua! yachting trip. 
He is a prodigious render and on 
his table may be found American. 
British and French magazines and 
newspapers as well as German. His 
favorite books arc those dealing with 
history and economics.

tion he reads Latin and Greek poetry
